AN AMBITIOUS SCHEME 

The building of a new sports 
ground, the newest endeavor of the 
Bassano Board of Trade, is an am- 
bitious undertaking, and one well 
worthy of that public body which 
has sponsored so many community 
enterprises. 


The new sports ground scheme, 
if it goes through (and there is 
every likelihood that it will) is de- 
digned to give Bassano a _ sports 
ground with many advantages over 
the old fair grounds. It will be 
surrounded by a shelter belt of trees 
and bushes, providing protection 
from wind and dust; it will be con- 
veniently located, the site being 
only a few blocks from the main 
business section of the town; it 
will consolidate the sports activities 
of the community providing as_ it 
does for a baseball diamond, race 
track, athletic track, swimming 
pool, and picnic grounds all within 
its boundaries. It lends itself 
readily to many improvements which 
ean be brought about with irrigation 
and waterwork, such ag the growing 
of flower beds and the installation of 
drinking fountains and public lava- 
tories. There is, in fact, no limit to 
the improvements which can _ be 
made at the new sports grounds to 
make it the beauty spot of the 
whole ‘countryside. It will take a 
number of years to do it, but there 
ig no doubt of its feasibility. 

The only objection raised against 
the scheme is that the grounds may 
be too small for the building of a 
half mile track for race _ horses. 
There is room for a three-eighth 
mile track but it has not yet been 
determined whether a hale mile 
track. can be squeezed in, The ob- 
jection to a half mile track ig that 
the turns are too sharp for rate 
horses.

CROP REPORT 


Issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture, Edmonton, Saturday, 
July 16th. 


The general crop. situation in 
southern Alberta has not improved 
during the past two weeks. Scatter- 
ed showers have occurred in the 
southern and south-eastern part of 
the province, but these have not 
been sufficient to overcome drouth 
and insect damage previously re- 
ported. In some of this area, par- 
ticularly in that lying between the 
Coronation branch of the C.P.R, 
and the Red Deer river, crop con- 
ditions may be regarded as serious. 
In the irrigated district, fairly satis- 
factory conditiong prevail but on the 
dry land especially on spring plow- 
ing there has been severe crop dam- 
age due to hot dry winds and lack 
of moisture In the area along the 
southern border from Milk River 
through to Foremost and Manyber- 
ries there has been considerable 
moisture throughout the season so 
that the crop in this district is 
in fair condition. Generally speak- 
ing the balance of the _ territory 
south of Carstairs and Crossfield 
has not received sufficient moisture 
and as a result there will be a short 
crop. Throughout north-central apd 
northern Alberta, reports indicate 
very satisfactory conditions, Fre- 
quen tshowers have occurred over 
all this area, in, some instances 
amounting to more than two inches 
of precipitation suring the past 
two weeks, .

Wheat production in Japan for 
1933 is now placed at 40,472,000 
bushels, an advance of about 29 per 
cent over the corresponding 1982 
figure. 


Favors Wheat Quotas 
Discussing proposal for interna- 
tional agreement among four great 
wheat exporting countries, George 
W. Robertson, secretary of the Sas- 
katchewan Wheat Pool, speaking at 
Yorkton,, said: 


“It would appear that a bushelage 
rather than an acreage basig gives 
the best hope of success in bringing 
about a better relationship between 
wheat production and consumption. 
Control over exports by the prin- 
cipal wheat exporting countries 
through a quota plan would tend to 
relieve pressure on world markets 
and prevent one country ' from 
dumping wheat against other 
countries in an effort to secure the 
largest possible share of the world’s 
trade.’’ 

Under the international plan, the 
individual grower would be under 
no restrictions whatever ag to acre- 
age and production, but the maxi- 
mum amount of wheat which he 
could market from any given crop 
would be fixed as a result of the 
quota agreement. How he treated 
the balance, Mr. Robertson ex- 
plained, would be entirely in his 
own hands. Legislation enacted to 
provide for straight acreage reduc- 
tion would be exceedingly difficult, 
if not impossible to enforce, he 
believed. 

An international agreement would 
provide for the allocation of quotas 
to be delivered by the principal ex- 
porting countries on the basis of 
world requirements, remove the ex- 
isting abnormal surplus from a posi- 
tion of constant threat to the mark- 
ets and should, ‘Mr. Robertson said, 
aid the producer by bringing him 
more remunerative returns without 
penalizing the consumer.
